built  to  admire  nor  were  they 
built  for  public  worship.” 

‘They  are  sanctuaries,”  he 
said,  “wherein  we  gain  the  es- 
sentials to  salvation  both  for  the 
living  and  the  dead.” 

Referring  briefly  to  the  an- 
cient background  of  temples  as 
well  as  the  temples  today,  Elder 
Christiansen  emphasized  the 
reason  they  were  built. 

“They  were  built  at  great  sac- 
rifice, not  because  of  the  whims 
of  men,  but  because  the  Lord 
commanded  it,”  he  stressed. 

He  explained  further  how  we 
the  living  can  do  work  for  our 
ancestors  who  are  dead  so  that 
they  may  be  “judged  according 
to  men  in  the  flesh  but  live  ac- 
cording to  God  in  the  spirit.” 


‘But,”  he  warned,  “this  doc- 
trine of  salvation  is  limited  to 
those  who  die  without  know- 
ledge. Now  is  the  time  for  us, 
the  living,  to  gain  salvation. 

His  second  point  of  sublime 
principle  was  the  doctrine  of 
celestial  and  eternal  marriage 
that  comes  through  going 
through  the  temple  and  keep- 
ing the  covenants  made. 

“That  such  a relationship  as 
eternal  marriage  is  possible  is 
consistent  with  reason,”  explain- 
ed Elder  Christiansen. 

He  concluded  by  pointing  out 
five  special  blessings  gained 
rrom  the  temple  marriage.  As  a 
final  charge  to  the  studentbodv, 
he  urged  to  pray  when  choosing 
a mate  “for  marriage  begun  in 
happiness  brings  the  sweetest 
joy  in  this  life  and  in  eternity.”

A 23-year  old  Canadian  athlete  who  calls  the  windy  “Mormon 
country’'’  of  Southern  Alberta  his  home,  has  established  a Brigham 
Young  University  Invitational  Track  and  Field  Meet  record  that 
will  probably  stand  unchallenged  for  a long  time. 

Cardston’s  Ben  Brooks,  co- 
captain  of  the  Cougar  track-  team 
may  have  been  undershadowed 
by  the  likes  of  Leamon  King,  L. 

J.  Sylvester  and  Ron  Morris  at 
the  45th-  running  of  the  Invita- 
tion track  carnival  Saturday,  but 
when,  he  went  up  to  the  pedestal 
to  receive  his  special  events 
medal,  fans  who  sat  in-  at  “Y” 

Stadium  knew  Brooks  could  be 
ranked  right  up  there  with  the 
trio  of  nationally-ranked  Amer- 
ican thinclads. 

Brooks  smashed  the  meet’s  old 
broad  jump  record  set  by  Herb 
Douglas  of  Pittsburg  in  1949  by 
leaping  a distance  of  24  feet  4 
3/8  inches. 

The  slightly-built  Canadian 
with  “leap-frog”  legs  eclipsed 
Douglas’  mark  of  23  feet  with 
plenty  to  spare.  Officials  expect 
the  mark  to  stand  even  longer  than  the  supposed  “unbreakable” 
record  of  Whizzer  Whites  which  was  crumbled  by  All-Around 
Bud  (Tarzan)  Spicer. 

Brooks'  jumfo  has  moved  him  up  to  fifth  spot  in  NCAA  rat- 
ings. 

REPRESENTED  CANADA 

For  Ben  Hugh  Brooks,  .Saturday  April  26  was  another  high- 
light of  a track  career  that  has  had  courage  as  the  theme. 

Disabled  in  the  right  hand  after  a shooting:  accident  in  1950, 
Brooks  fought  back  gamely,  and  two  years  after  his  accident  was 
playing  basketball.  The  following  year  his  team,  the  Cardston 
Cougars  (sounds  like  a familiar  name  doesn’t  it?)  were  Western 
Canadian  junior  basketball  semi-finalists. 

Another  summer  of  baseball  and  track  and  field  preluded 
Bens  being  chosen  as  one  of  the  Canadian  broad  jumpers  to  repre- 
sent the  Dominion  in  the  British  Empire  and  Commonwealth 
Games. 

Fresh  out  of  high  school,  Brooks  put  on  a favorable  show  with 
other  Commonwealth  stars  including  Hector  Hogan,  Mike  Agostini 
and  John  Landy  and  Roger  Bannister  who  ran  their  famous  “mir- 
acle mile”  under  four  minutes  for  the  first  time  in  track  history. 

The  following  fall  Ben  came  to  BYU  where  he  has  been  one 
of  Coach  Clarence  Robison’s  track  dependables  ever  since.  At 
present  the  “pxan  of  the  hour”  is  working  hard  as  a senior  in  an 
attempt  to  break  Jerome  Biffles  Skyline  mark  which  stands  at 
24'  S'1'  and  a few  odd  decimal  points. 

And  if  anyone  can  break  the  Skyline  broad  jump  record,
